factory of Blikman & Sartorius of Amster- 
dam. This well known concern is one of 
the oldest stationery houses in the world, 
having been founded centuries ago. We 
first hear of it in 1693. They prospered 
from the first because their principal ef- 
forts were then and always have been to 
give the best they had in every department 
of their business. The company is very pro- 
gressive, and endeavors to be the first in 
introducing meritorious new devices upon 
the Dutch market. 

Up to 1876 the business of Blikman & 
Sartorius was carried on in a small shop 
under the energetic management of S. A 
de Flines, who celebrated his golden jubi- 
lee with the firm and resigned on July Il, 
1911, after having been at the head of the 
house for fifty-seven years. Mr. de Flines 
is still president and director of the com- 
pany. 

On account of the fact that the small 
shop just mentioned was taken by the gov- 
ernment for its own purposes, the offices of 
the concern were moved to The Rokin, 
where the factory had already been estab- 
lished. Ground was bought next to the 
workshop and a large store was_ here 
erected. By 1899 the business had grown

to such an extent that it was necessary for 
the company to purchase other property 
adjoining the building and in 1901 the com- 
pany erected an entirely new factory on 
the opposite side of the street. Even this 
enlargement, however, did not suffice. The 
coming of modern devices for the better 
conduct of business, such as card system, 
loose leaf books, vertical filing devices and 
machines to be used in connection there- 
with, such as_ typewriters, duplicators, 
copying machines, calculating machines, 
etc.. all made it necessary to extend their 
business again in a large way.

Jan de Flines is the only manager at the 
present time. He is a very energetic man 
and is aided by F. Gallas and J. F. H 
Pruschum.

It is pointed out that the 
company, while they may copy American 
methods in their working systems, they 
have not done so with the style t their 
building. “In Holland,” says Mr. de Flines, 
“we believe that a tasteful building is a 
splendid advertisement for a company.’ 
The third picture shows a general view otf 
the factory Mr. de Flines points out fur 
ther that this new establishment of Blik 
man & Sartorius is a good demonstration 
of the fact that people in Holland are doing 
business on very modern principles and 
know how to look ahead and to spend 
money in order to obtain future profit by 
means oj well organized working systems

The upper knife edge of the channel co-acts with the inner upper edge of the cutter 
plate when the lever is pulled forward. The small feed roller above the cutter plate is designed to operate so as to present the envelope flat when it reaches the cutting edge of the 
cylinder. This cutting cylinder is 12 inches long and is made of the highest grade of tool steel, oil tempered and ground. The bearings are provided with concealed brass boxes 
which improve the working of the machine as well as its lasting qualities, rendering it at the same time, free from noise. The cutter plate is also made of the best tool steel, is 
self-sharpening and self-adjusting in its co-operation with the cutting cylinder.

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OBITUARY. 


Louis I. Snyder. 

The many friends of Louis I. Snyder will 
be inexpressedly shocked and grieved to 
learn of his sudden and untimely death on 
Tuesday, September 9, at Toledo, Ohio. 
Having come over from Western Ontario 
with Mrs. Snyder to spend Labor Day 
with relatives, he was taken with a slight 
indisposition, which suddenly developed 
into appendicitis. He was immediately op- 
erated on by Dr. C. N. Smith at the Flower 
hospital in Toledo, but did not survive the 
operation The funeral‘ was on Friday, 
September 12, at Perrysburg, Ohio, from 
the house of Mrs. C. L. Maddy. Among 
those who attended was Richard B. Carter, 
president of The Carter’s Ink Company, 
with whom Mr. Snyder was employed; and 
many other business associates would have 
taken a melancholy satisfaction in so testi- 
fying their friendship and esteem if they 
could have known in time. 

3ut few men have been better known to 
the trade than the genial Lou Snyder. Born 
in 1872, he early disp layed his self-reliance 
by securing for himself his first position 
before the completion of his business col!- 
lege training. After serving in the Spanish- 
American war he traveled for the Ameri- 
can News Company, the old house of Ed- 
ward Kimpton and the A. Dougherty Play- 
ing Card Company of New York City. For 
the last four years he has been in the em- 
ploy of The Carter’s Ink Company, most 
of the time as manager of their Montreal 
branch, where his loss will be sorely felt. 
This experience gave him a wide ac- 
quaintance in many parts of the United 
States and Canada, and wherever he was 
known he was both respected for his abil- 
ity and integrity and loved for his sunny 
unchangeable disposition His nearest 
friends can also testify to a constantly in- 
creasing strength of character, for which he 
is as deeply honored as he is loved for his 
personal traits. He was married two years 
ago and leaves a wife, but no children.
